The process of oppression and spiritual annihilation of the Jewish 
community in the Soviet Union at the present time was denounced by Mr. 
Barnett Janner, M.P., President of the Board of Deputies and Chairman 
of its Foreign Affairs Committee, at a meeting of the Board on Sunday. 
Mr. Janner was presenting the report of the committee, which sharply 
criticised the Soviet leaders for their unfriendly attitude towards Jewish 


cultural life and to all problems affecting Jewry. 


Reference was made 


to the depressed state of Jewish life in Russia and to Soviet Jewry’s fear 


of showing an interest in Israel. 


In the debate which followed it was 


emphasised that the policy towards Jewry pursued by the Soviet leaders 
is contrary to the Russian constitution.

RESIGN 
TORONTO 

Soviet discrimination against Jews 
has brought about the resignation 
from the Communist Party in Canada 
of Mr. Sam Lifshitz, a former editor 
of the Canadian Jewish Communist 
newspaper, and Mr. J. Salzberg, a 
former member of the Ontario 
legislature. 

Mr. Salzberg visited Moscow recently 
and returned disappoinied in the views 
on the Jews expressed to him by Mr. 
K hruschev. 3 

In a Statement announcing their 
resignation, they emphasised that their 
decision was due to the fact that the 
Communist Party in Canada had refused 
to meotest against Soviet action in 
Hungary and “the unjust and anii- 
Socialist treatment of Jewish culture 
by the Soviet Government. : 

Mr. Salzberg was at one time a 
member of the Comintern, the former 
supreme body of international 
Communism .—J.T.A0 


The report of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee stated, inter alia: “ Reports 
which have been received about the 
Situation in Soviet Russia and the 
Fast European countries associated 
with the Soviet indicate that there has 
been a considerable worsening in the 
attitude towards the Jewish population 
since (WB outbreaks in Poland and the 
rising in Hungary towards the end of 
last year. 

“ While greater possibilities for emigra- 
tion are available in Poland—<speccially 
m such cases where reunion with families 
is the purpose of emigration—this method 
of casing the Jewish situation has so far 
not been open in other East European 
countries. 


Establishing Contacts 


‘* The committee is continuing to make 
endeavours to establish contacts and 
arrange for exchanges .of visiis with the 
communities in these countnes. The Chief 
Rabbi and the Board have 
Moses ‘Rosen, Chief Rabb: of Rumania, 
io visit this country with the object of 
furthering closer contacts with the 
Rumanian community. 

“In Sovict Russia ihe situation still 
appears to be governed by the prevailing 
hostile attitude towards Israel. Reports 
which have been reaching the Western 
world during the last year or so on the 
position of the Jewish population w the 
U.S.S.R. and the Easi European countries 
all confirm the depresed state of Jewish 
cultural and religious life in those areas. 

“The Jewish Historical. Society fin 
Soviet Russia] which was very. active in 
former years and carfied on very 
important research work in Jewish 
history, has ceased to exist. There 
is no Jewish literary society, there 
are no Jewish theatres, there are no 
Jewish schools, and the younger genera- 
tion has no means of learning Jewish 
history or to understand Hebdrew or 
Yiddish, except when their elders, i — 
still know these languages. can teact 
them. or arrange private lessons for them 
It was only last year that the late Chief 
Rabbi of Mo-cow was promised per- 
mission to establish a seminary for tratn- 
ing rabbis and teachers. At present this 
seminary is functioning with 20 students. 

“ The atmosphere created by the Soviet 
authorities as regards problems concern- 
ing Jews is so unfriendly, not to say 
hostile. that Jews who are still deeply

Israeli Statement On 
Eisenhower Doctrine 


RIFT IN COALITION 
GOVERNMENT

JERUSALEM 

After discussions on the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine lasting over six and 
a half hours the Israeli Government 
issued a statement on Tuesday bring- 
ing Israel into line with those coun- 
tries which have accepted American 
aid against Communism. 

This decision was taken despite. the 
opposition of the Left-wing parties in the 
Coaltion Government who are threaten- 
ing to withhold their support on this 
issue m the Koesset debate which is 
expected to take place next week. As 
the Right-wing opposition parties are also 
opposed to the Governments policy they 
might together bring about the downfall 
of the Government. 

Most political observers believe, how- 
ever, that the Prime Minister, Mr. Ben- 
Gurion, will be able to patch wp the 
diflerences and toa keep the presezt 
Government imiact. He would certainly 
dislike holding general elections at the 
present time. and more the taking 
mio Government of the General 
Zionisis or Cherut 

A stormy session of the Knesset is 
expected and ithe opposition. parties 
make no secret of them intention to 
attack especially Achdut Avoda and 
Mapam for remainme in the Govern-

Five Principles of Policy 


The Statement by the Israeli Govern- 
ment welcomed the support bv the 
Linned States for the preservation of the 
independence ol the Middle Fast coun- 
tries and for the develonoment of econo- 
mic strength to enable them to Mmaintaim 
their independence. The statement added 
that in the American-Isracli talks during 
and following the visit of Mr. Jeames 
Richards, President Lisenhowgs's special 
envoy. Israel hed reaffirmed ve 
principles: that m the conduct of her 
international relations she is guided by 
the principles and purposes of the 
United Nations Charter: that she is 
opposed to aggression from any quarter 
against the terriorial integrity and 
political mdependence of any country: 
that she recognises that every effort 
must be made to achieve a ‘a*cimeg peace 
m the Middle Fast and throughout the 
world that in order to promote 
the stability. well-being. and peace in the 
Middle East iu is vital to promote 
economic develonment: and that Israel 
appreciates the interest shown im, and 
the assistance ewen to. the State by the 
people and Government of. the United 
States.

Dr. David Rosen in 
London 


PLEA FOR ALIYA

Rumanian Jewry does not want an 
Iron Curtain separating it from com- 
munities in other countries, said Dr. 
David Moses Rosen, the Chief Rabbi 
of Rumania, at a reception given at

Woburn House, London, W.C., on 
Tuesday, by the Chief Rabbi, Dr. 
Isracl Brodie, and the President and 
Honorary Officers of the Board of 
Deputies, 

The reception, arranged. in honour of 
Rabbi and Mrs Rosen, was atiended by 
a large gathering of spiritual and lay 
leaders of Anglo-Jewry, as well as by 
the Rumanian Minister. The Israch 
Embassy was represented by its First 
Secretary, Mr. “:. Scheck, and. its 
Consul-General, Mr. R. Amir. The 
Ambassador, Mr... Elath, who was 
unabic to be present because of a lone- 
Standing speaking engagement .at the 
National Lrberal Club, sent a message of 
welcome to the Rumanian Chief Rabbi. 


Warm Welcome 


Dr. Rosen, who was given a warm 
ovation, gave details of Jewish life in 
Rumania, but he made no comment on 
the suggestion of Mr. Barneti Janner. 
M.P.. that he inform the gathering about 
the question of Rumanian Jews joining 
close relatives in Isracl. He said that 
he regarded the invilation to © visit 
Britain extended to him by the Chief 
Rabbi and the Board as a symbo! of 
Jewish unity and brotherhood. 

After referring to the slaughter of Jews 
in Auchwitz, Rabbi Rosen mentioned 
the rehgious activities of Rumania’s 
250,000 Jews, stating that thousands of 
children went to the Talmud Torahs. and 
that the country’s S00 synagogues were 
crowded on the Holy-days. 

Jews inevitably suffered when the world 
was divided, he added. and they did not 
want an Iron Curtain between them. 
Rumanian Jews in peace, 
hecause through peace they could heip 
each other and because it was esssential 
for their very lives. In recent months 
they in Rumania had had visits from an 
American rabbinical delegation and the 
Chief Rabbi of Sweden. He expressed 
the hope that there would be an oppor- 
tunity for representatives of British

There was 
hardly an aspect, he said, of Jewish life 
with which Mr, de Rothschild was not 
concerned. To all, and notably to the 
Zionist cause, he made contributions 
which would long endure as a_ fiting 
memorial to him, Mr. de Rothschild was 
one of the noblest sons of the Jewish 
people. 

Mr. Janner also moved voles of con- 
dolence with the families. of Mr. Julius 
Brooks, who was a Deputy for the Bir- 
mingham Hebrew Congregation, and

SERMON FOR THE 


SPIRITUAL DEPLOYMENT 


“The children of Israel shall 
pitch by their fathers’ houses; 
every man with his own standerd, 
according to the ensigns; a good 
way off shall they pitch round about 
the tent of meeting” (Num. ii, 2). 


HE arrangement of _ the 

Israelite camp in the wilder- 

ness has always held a fascina- 
tion for the studious reader, and 
has, time and again, given rise to 
curious exegetical theories. One 
scholar (T. Nussblatt), for example, 
has conjectured that the Magen 
David, regarded today as the 
national Jewish symbol, owes its 
origin to the manner in which the 
children of Israel were deployed 
around the tent of meeting. 

This hypothesis, like so many others 
that have clustered round our 
national emblem, is remarkable more 
for its ingenuity than for its historic 
authenticity. But in the final analysis 
it is of litthe moment whether or not 
the Shield of David is a gift from ti: 
Sinaitic desert. The wilderness gave 
us much greater treasure: the pattern 
of our spiritual life, the design of our 
religious being. 

Of paramount importance is the 
fact that the Shrine of God stood at 
the very centre of the camp; the 
Tabernacle was jis heart, its soul. 
Religion was the fountain-head of 
Israel's existence. From that early 
beginning a spiritual tradition evolved 
that was at once the inner impulse 
and ultimate justification of our 
history. Our heritage of Jewish 
thought, faith. and  practice—" the 
ensigns of the fathers’ houses "-— 
became. the unifying force that 
cemented our scattered people into an 
indivisible whole, 


BU! times change and values alter. . 


The world takes pride in its 
“ scientific agnosticism ; it iS 
unashamedly miaterialsstic. And the 


Jew strives to be in the avant-earde 
In saying this we make no nostalgic 
plea for a return wo “the good cid 
desert days,” for the re-crealon of a 
theocratic State, or for the resuscita- 
tion of a bygone clericalism. We ask 
for something far different and far 


harder: for the revaluation of our 
values, for a perspective; 
for the purification of Jewish 


life, its rejuvenation and enrichment. 
But none of these things is possible 
without the re-establishment of the 
Sanctuary at the centre. of our camp. 

Our age has largely banished faith ; 
we have not only secularised our life, 
we have also partitioned it. We have 
built up segregated spheres of interest: 
politics is one, economics another, 
science a third. .. . Except by the most 
thoughtful and far-visioned spirits, 
these “compartments” of life are 


conceived as isolated aspects of 
human activity. Our life has developed 
a dangerous moral fracture, a spiritual 
schizophrenia. 

The first remedial step is to correct 
our perspective. The centrality of 
religion must be restored ; there must 
be a spiritual redeployment. Other- 
wise the caravan of mankind can 
never hope to traverse the spiritual 
wilderness that separates us from the 
Promised Land of peaceful and con- 
structive co-operative living. Our frag- 
mented life must be reunited by the 
centripetal force of religious faith, 
and interpenctrated by spiritual ideals. 


AND the starting-point must be the 

individual; “every man with his 
own standard.” No national act or 
international resolution can restore 
the spiritual balance of civilisation. It 
must come about from within. Every 
human being has a réle to play in the 
process of reformation: no soul is so 
humble as not to be able to influence, 
in however limited a degree, the 
spiritual climate of our social order. 
It is the calibre of the individual that 
determines the ethos of the nation and, 
ultimately, of the total structure of 
civilisation. The. prophet has long 
ago revealed to us the truth we quest: 
“ | will betroth thee unto Me for ever 

. in righteousness, and in judgement, 
and in lovingkindness and in mercy 
... in faith and thou shalt know the

Minister on Israel’s Rights

The Government's attitude if Isracl 
decides to send a test ship through 
the Suez Canal was the snyect of a 
number of questions to Commander 
ALLAN Noate, Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs, in the Commons on 
Monday.

They had to do 
things on a proportionate scale, This 
was why, when this matter was discussed 
some time ago at a meeting of the 
Shechita Committee of the Deputies and 
elsewhere, he had advocated the need for 
a fighting fund of at leas; £20,000.

SPEIDEL’S APPOINTMENT

Documents Shown By Lord

Professor Gilbert Murray, O.M., whose 
death occurred on Monday at the age 
of 91, expressed some of his views on

content of Zionist emancipation, which 
came as a4 reaction to the age-old persecu. 


tions of the Jewish people. He cxpressed 
the hope that the Hebrew Unversity 
would become 4 great link between Furo- 
pean and Asian cuhures and a creator 
of peace in the area torn by narrow 
dissident nationalisms. 

Tracing the origins of antisemitism to 
niiguity, Dr. Murray said he regarded 
antisemitism as the adaption by the 
Christian world of the primeval fear of 
pagan Rome against belicvers in mono- 
iheism, which al one time was directed 
against Jews and Christians alike, This 
gave rise to evil 
myths of Jewish. practices which persisied 
till this day in the more obscurantist 
and ignorant quarters.

South Africa and 
Apartheid

A talk on “Some Exotic Jewish 
Commiuinities was given by Rabbi

Rabbi Ungar, who, it will be remem- 
bered, was asked to leave the country 
by the South African Government at the 
end of Jast year because of opposition 
to apartheid, described the charac- 
teristics, . t religious. observances, and 
origins of the communities of the Benc 
Isracl and Cochin in India. the Falashas 
of Ethiopia, the Bokharan, Caucasian, 
and Georgian communities of Southern 
Russia, and the fragmentary Jewish com- 
munities in China. Of the last-named he 
said that the absence of discriminauon 
against religious minorities in China had 
contributed to the .complcte assinmiation 
and ultimate dissolution of the Jewrsh 
community there 

Referring to the Jews of South Africa, 
Rabbi Ungar said that they could also 
be regarded as an exotic community, 
because for the first time in the history 
of the Jewish people they found them- 
selves not on the side of the oppressed 
dui that of the oppressor in an unhappy 
coun.rTy

ISRAELI STAMP 
PRICES 


By L. and VM. WILLIAMS 


The earlier stamps of Israel con- 
tinue to» enjoy unabated popularity 
among collectors, and prices are con- 


Stantly rising. This is obvious from 
the advertisements now appearing in 
the philatelic press, for whenever 


dealers offer to buy specified issues at 
published prices it can be taken as a 
sure sign that the demand is great and 
the supply small. 


The most spectacular rises in prices 
have been those of the first “ Coin” 
set and the first postage due series, but 
even smaller sets are rising in value 


almost daily, and the first and second 


Festival stamp of 1948 


Festival issues, of 1948 and 1949, the 
Peiah Tigva stamp, and the Independence 
Day pair of 1950 are rapidly becoming 
Minor farities,”” especially in unused 
condition. 

What is the cause of this trend ?. First 
and foremosi it is the increased popu- 
larity of stamp collecting as a hobby and 
the general realisation that Israel is an 
attractive country from a philatelic point 


of view. Then, as far as the first 
“Com” set is concerned, it is because 
of a subsiantial demand for the high 


vaiues and the fact that the remainders 
of this issue were destroyed. It is an 
Open secret that, afler the stamps were 
withdrawn from use in 1949, many 
thousands of specimens of the high values 
remained at the Ministry of Posts. At 
one time it was the, intention to offer 
these stamps for sale on the American 
market, but wiser counsels prevailed, and 
the entire stock, except for a few speci- 
mens retained for record purposes, was 
destroyed, 

This action had the effect of assuring 
collectors and speculators that if 
did invest money in Israeli stamps, that 
money’ would be reasonably secure and 
that a slump due to the dumping of 
remainders on the market could not take 
place. Consequently, when a steady 
demand for specimens arose the Ministry 


of Posis could not satisfy it, and. up 
went the price. This tendency affected 
other stamps as well, and the Petah 


Tigva issue, never very common, rose in 
price, aS did the other sels mentioned. 

The rarity of the three high values of 
the “ Coin” series has led to the appear- 
ance on the market of a number of 
décepiive forgeries, some from Paris and 
others from Isracl, and anyone buying 
the stamps should do so only from an 
impeccable source and with a writien 
guaranice of genuineness.

Jewry to visit Rumania and that they 
would meet the Jewish man-in-the-street 
as well as spiritual leaders. 

Dr. Brodie, who presided, welcomed 
Rabbi and Mrs. Rosen on behalf of 
Angio-Jewry, saying that they had come 
here principally to become acquainied 
with religious mstitutions in Britain and 
tO Meci spiritual and lay leaders. 

There had been occasions in recent 
years, said the Chief Rabbi, when 
Jewish communities had felt a terrible 
loneliness and had experienced a feel 
of being cut off, not only in the physica 
but also in the spiritual sense. was 
thankful to realise that in recent months 
a distinct change had been noticeable 
and that it had become possible for 

ople in all parts of the world, in the 
ast and West, to communicate with 
each other, and from that pomt of view 
the tact that “we have in our midst a 
rabbi who, by his exertions and scelf- 
sacrifice, has been able to maintain 
Jewish life in Rumania, is a matter of 
great joy.” 

So far as the Anglo-Jewish community 
was concerned, Rumanian Jewry could 
turn to it for any assistance they required 
in the religious field, be it literature or 
rehigious appuricnances. Anglo-Jewry 
was at their disposal And the Chie! 
Rabti expressed the hope that the visit 
of Rabm Rosen would be the first of 
many visits by rabbes and other leaders 
who wished to exchange © common 
thoughts and and to discuss 
common problems 

Mr. Janncr said that Rumanian Jewry 
had always been a subject of great 
imterest to the Anglo-Jewish community. 
which, since the Congress of Berlin in 
1878. had always worked to secure a 
betier ikegal postion for Rumanian Jews. 
They had regretied that until recenily 
contacts with Rumanian Jewry had been 
inferrupicd, Dut they hoped that Rabhi 
Rosen's visit would mark the rencwal of 
such contacts: He also expressed the 
hope that one day Anglo-Jewry would 
be able to send a delegation to Rumama 

Rab Rosen, added Mr. Janner, was 


a Member of the Rumanian Parliament 
and in that capacity had opportunities for 
representing his community im a way 
which should make it easier for the 
Rumanian Government to understand 
more fully and more sympathetically the 
needs of the Jewish community. 

Mr. Janner then referred to the 
question of reuniting Rumanian Jews 
with their families in Israel. In the 
Jewish State, he said, there was a sub- 
Stantial section of the population which 
orginated from Rumania, and many of 
those people had close relatives still in 
Rumania with whom they ardently 
wished to be reunited in Isracl. Often it 
was a case of parents who wished their 
children to joi them in Isracl, and in 
many cases it was children who wanicd 
to have their aged parents with them. 


When Rabbi Rosen arrived at London 
Airport on Monday he was met by the 
Chief Rabbi. the Haham (Rabbi Dr. 
S. Gaon), Mr. Janner, other communal 
leaders, and by Mr. Ganea, First 
Secretary to the Rumanian Legation. 

Dr. Rosen has a heavy programme of 
engagements. On Wednesday he had 
talks with Orthodox rabbis and ministers 
and visited the offices of the Board of 
Deputies, the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
the United Svynagoeuc, the Londo 
Board of Jewish Religious Education, 
Jews’ College, and the Dalston Talmud 
Torah 

Yesterday (Thursday) he was to call 
at the Beth Din. Bevis Marks. the 
Avigedor Schools. and the Tree of Life 
College. Foday he is visiting an 
abattoir. He will spend the Sabbath in 
Cricklewood, preaching at Cricklewood 
Synagogue on Shabbat morning He 
will visit Manchester on Sunday and 
Monday.

be a French occasion particularly.

& ISRAEL 


THE fall of M. Mollet’s Govern- 
ment is bound to raise the question 
in many minds of the stability of 
the Franco-Israeli entente. The 
issue is likely to remain in 
doubt until it is known who will 
form the next Government. Never- 
theless, the political orists in Paris 
naturally draws attention to the 
remarkably close and friendly rela- 
tions which have been established 
between the Governments of M. 
Mollet and Mr. Ben-Gurion, the 
full significance of which has not 
been sufficiently widely appreciated 
on this side of the Channel. Israel, 
as Mr. Ben-Gurion said last Sep- 
tember, without. mentioning its 
name, has found “ a true ally.” The 
alliance, though not formal, could 
hardly have been more complete. 
It will be a sad day for Israel if 
France's next Government fails to 
continue the policy initiated by M. 
Mollet, for under his leadership 
Israel has been given immense sup- 
port in both the material and moral 
spheres. Only dast month it was 
announced that France had agreed 
to grant Israel a long-term loaf of 
$30,000,000 for the purchase of 
consumer and capital goods, and 
this despite’ France's own financial 
problems, which have now led to 
the downfall of ™M Mollet’s 
Government. In addition, the 
French have given vast assistance 
in military equipment and are 
taking a keen interest in the oil 
pipeline which is to link the port 
of Elath with the Mediterranean. 
The explanation for this remark- 
able development of French foreign 
policy must be seen against the 
background of France's difficulties 
in North Africa, and especially 
the continuing operations against 
the Algerian nationalists. In the 
French view, these difficulties have 
been tremendously aggravated by 
Colonel Nasser and nationalist 
agitators from the Arab world. The 
French saw the Israelis fighting 
against the same forces of Arab 
nationalism and perceived in them 
their natural alles in a common 
struggle. In addition, the French 
have not felt themselves inhibited 
from taking strong action against 
the Arabs, either by sentimental or 
practical considerations such as 
have constantly prevented the 
British. from. taking sides with 
Israel. Moreover, the French se 
in Israel an outpost of Western civi- 


lisation heroically standing _ its 
ground against Oriental forces 
which aspire to overwhelm it. 


There is, therefore, some reason to 
hope that the Franco-Israeli 
alliance, which is popular among 
the people of France, will be able to 
survive any foreseeable change in 
French political leadership. Such 
opposition as exists comes from the 
extremists of the Left or the Right, 
neither of which groups is likely 
to obtain a parliamentary majority. 

The evolution of French 
policy has left British political 
thinking almost untouched. The 
Suez adventure brought the two 


countries momentarily into line, but 


now they have swung apart again, 
as witness their respective declara- 
tions on the use of the Suez Canal. 
Whereas in France the politicians 
have taken control of affairs and 
the officials of the Quai d'Orsay 
have been obliged to execute the 
policy which has been laid down 
by the Cabinet, in Britain Foreign 
Office officials, after a short interval] 
during the Suez affair, have again 
virtually taken charge of the shap- 
ing of policy. This, surely, can be 
the only explanation for the con- 
tinuity of British foreign policy 
despite every change in the Govern- 
ment. The over-riding considera- 


tion in this-country is to retaim in 


as great & measure as possible the 
good will of the Arabs. Despite 
all the reverses in Egypt, Jordan, 
and other parts the British Govern- 
ment finds itself incapable of fol- 


lowing the lead of France in allying 


itself with. the one non-Arab 


in the Middle Bast, except 


Turkey, which could provide some 


solid benefits, because it- believes — 


that if it did so it would immedi- 
ately lose important assets which it 
still holds in the oil-rich countries 
of the Middle East. Whereas, a short 
while ago, many members of the 
Labour Party were calling for an 
Anglo-Israeli alliance, they are now 
silent on this score, and their cry 
has been taken up instead by cer- 
tain of the more Right-wing mem- 
bers of the Conservative Party. 
British policy, however, is not 
deflected. Ministers pay lip-service 
to Israel's rights, but when it 
comes to safeguarding the freedom 
of passage for Israeli shipping in 
the Suez Canal or the Gulf of 
Aqaba, the Israelis are told bluntly 
that they must fight singlehanded as 
best they can. 


Meanwhile, thé situation in the 
Middle East does sot remain static. 
While Egypt has been losing ground 
in the Arab world, largely as a 
delayed-action consequence of her 
military defeat in Sinai, the King 
of Jordan, to everyone's surprise, 
has managed to hold his country 
together and the three Arab 
monarchs have discovered a unity 
which a short time ago would have 
been considered impossible. Never- 
theless, the underlying instability of 
the Middle Eastern area remains 
Russian and Western interests carry 
on a cold war for supremacy, and 
Arab nationalism holds both in dis- 
trust. All. this gives Israel very 
little room for manceuvre, but there 
can be little doubt that her wisest 
policy is to continue her great task 
of building up the country while 
making every effort to shun the 
international limelight. 


GENERAL SPEIDEL 


ALTHOUGH it is a fait accompli 
and the Jews cannot rectify it, 
their protests agaist the appoint- 
ment of Genera) Speidel should not 
be allowed to go unrecorded and 
unsupported. Since his appoint- 
ment as Commander of the Nato 
European Land Forces there have 
come to light many shocking details 
showing that, although not a mem- 
ber of the Nazi Party. the General 
cannot be considered blameless. 
As Chief-of-Staff to the Wehrmacht 
Commander in Paris, General 
Speidel was responsible for many 
ruthless decisions against Jews in 
Occupied France. shocking 
reminder of the: cruelty of these 
decisions is a document referred to 
by Lord Russell of Liverpool! in a 
press interview this week, in which 
the Chief of the General Staff in 
Paris reported to his superiors that 
“six Communists and Jews” were 
shot on February 3, 1942, and 
“ 100 Communists and Jews” were 
transported for deportation tc the 
East, which meant to certain death. 
The document also speaks of 1,000 
more “Communists and Jews” 
arrested and kept in readiness for 
deportation. “Communists and 
Jews” was a stock phrase used by 
the Gestapo and other German 
oppressors whenever such cruel acts 
were carried out in. any ofthe 
occupied countries. 

Jewish organisations in Paris 
have from the beginning protested 
against General Speidel’s appoint- 
ment to this high military post. 
Fifty leaders of French political 
intellectual life, including 
prominent Jews, have addressed an 
open letter. to the French President 
against this appointment. In this 
country, too, resolutions deploring 
the support given by the. British 


Government to General Speidel's 


appointment were passed only 
recently at a meeting of Ajex, and 
the matter was also referred to at 
this week's meeting of the Board 
of Deputies. In the House of 
Commons, too, Mr. Emanuel Shin- 
well described the appointment as 
an appalling decision, saying that 
General Speidel at least at the 
beginning of his war career was 
“an ardent supporter ” of the Nazi 
régime. In the light of the new 
Western policy aiming to bring 
Germany. more wholeheartedly into 
the family of civilised nations, the 
appointment of General Speidel to 
this high post may have been dic- 
tated by political strategy. But 
litical opportunism of this. kind 
is hardly a good enough reason to 


overlook the past acts of a General 


who, whether Party member or 
not, served the Nazis only too well. 
The apologists for his appointrnent 
protest that Speidel has a clean 
record. The onus is now on them 
to prove their case by publishing 
all relevant information. ee 


RUMANIAN JEWRY 

Tue visit of Dr. David Moses 
Rosen, Chief Rabbi of Rumania, to 
this country is of more than ordi- 
nary significance. He is the first 
leader of a Jewish community 
behind the Iron Curtain who has 
come here officially, and we join 
with his hosts, the Chief Rabbi and 
the Board of Deputies, offering 
him a warm welcome. Nobody 
underestimates the difficulties with 
which our Rumanian coreligionists 
are confronted or under which they 
live. One must take great care not 
to equate the spiritual conditions 
in this country with those in the 
countries behind the Iron Curtain. 
It is none the less helpful to 
remember that Dr. Rosen ts also a 
member of the legislature, a posi- 
tion of importance which my 
influence the situation of Rumanian 
Jewry to its ultimate advantage. 
Our earnest prayers for our 
Rumanian brethren include the 
hope that note of them who wish 
to join their families in Israel will 
be deprived of this humanitarian 
right Rumania has ,always pro- 
duced a number of distinguished 
Jews, many of whom have also 
rendered notable service to com- 
munities Outside their own frontter. 
The name of one, Haham Moses 
Gaster, comes immediately to mince 
Dr. Rosen has been having an 
opportunity of seeing our com- 
munal institutions and our way of 
life, and he will be taking a message 
of fellowship and good will from 
Angio-Jewry to his own coreli- 
gionists. He will certainly be able 
to realise how deep is our concern 
for the future of the conmunity 
of which he is the spiritual head 
There is another and no less impor- 
tant aspect of his visit. If it ts 
reciprocated—and we hope that 
such an invitation will be forth- 
coming—it will afford us an oppor- 
tunity of making contact with this 
remnant of Eastern European Jewry 
which contributed in past years 
such a mighty reservoir of fearning 
and culture. 
JEWISH STUDIES 

IN our last week's report of its 
annual meeting, mention was made 
that the Society for Jewish Study 
has now been in existence for a 
decade. The work that has been 
accomplished during this period 
constitutes a splendid achievement 
When that heroic and saintly 
scholar, the late Rabbi Leo Baeck, 
found sanctuary in England after 
the war, he still refused in his old 
age to rest from his devoted 
labours. He continued in this 
country his unremitting life’s work 
as the protagonist of Jewish values 
of learning and scholarship. 
Although Nazi barbarism had been 
defeated, he perceived with true 
prophetic insight that the struggle 
for the maintenance of Jewish 
ideals must never be abandoned. 
He realised that victory over the 
avowed enemies of Judaism did not 
mean that the fight had been won 
against the forces of ignorance and 
indifferentism in our own midst. As 
the champion of that spiritual 
wisdom which alone can preserve 
the Jewish soul from extinction, he 
inspired those of all! schools of 
thought with his own enthusiasm. 
So it was that he led a group drawn 
from every religious section of the 
community to found the Society for 
Jewish Study and remained its ever 
active President until his death last 
November. His colleagues in this 
work are showing their resolve to 
continue the high standards of 
scholarship and research which the 
Society has succeeded in main- 
taining throughout the past decade. 
At the same time it should not be 
forgotten that the community has 
inherited a famous tradition of 
learning from still earlier times. 


‘The names of Schechter and other 


eminent scholars of _ previous 
generations should serve as a 
reminder that those in Anglo- 


Jewry who are engaged in this work 
at the present day stand in a long 
and noble succession. Nor is jt 
only professional scholars who feel 


concerned nowadays about these 


activities. Such contemporary. dis- 
coveries as those relating to. the 
Dead Sea Scrolls have evoked a 
lively interest on the part of the 
public. The Society for Jewish 
Study promises to be a powerful 
agency in this wider diffusion of 
Jewish knowledge. Its important 
activities include a weekly seminar, 
reguiar public lectures, the main- 
tenance of a library, and support 
for the quarterly. “Journal of 


Jewish Studies.”

THE TRAINING OF 
TEACHERS 
Jews’ College Plan 
To the Editor of THe Jewisu CHRONICLE 


Sin, have no desire to cross 
swords with Miss Beatrice J. Barwell. 
She is such a devoted protagonist of 
the cause of Jewish teachers that one 
must always treat. her proposals with 
the greatest of respect. Nevertheless,

She refers to the Jews’ College plan 
and raises otyections to iu. Sie may 
possibly not be aware (that the scheme 
submitied in thal memorandum was given 
to the Chairman of the London Board. 
No referen whatever i made to this 
fact in the statement issucd to ihe London 
Board at meeting week ago. 

Ihe advaniages of the Jews’ College 
plan are as follows: 

(1) There is every tikelihood that 
students would be able to receive major 
county and. scholarship awards while 
studying at the College, owing to is 
established relationship with the 
Lniversily. 

(2) They will at the same time be 
trained in Jewish subsecis. This aspect 
* conspicuously lacking in the scheme 
mut forward (but not yet -adopted) by 
the London Board, which called forth the 
comment of Rabbi Frydman that the 
ecneral idea was more (to train secular 
teachers 

(3) Miss Barwell, as an educationist, 
‘ss no doubt. aware that the policy of the 
Ministry of Education is moving in the 
direction of degree courses, lasting three 
years, for all teachers. This disposes of 
Miss Barwell’s pomt.that “the chief 
drawback of the College scheme is that 
four-year course.” If three years 
ire: necessary for the training of a teacher 
secular. subjpectS, four vears is not too 
long for. proficiency also in Jewish sub- 
jects. eSpecially as it also includes a 
special one-year post-graduate course in 
Teachers’ Training at the Institute of 
Education of the Unversity of London. 

In conclusion, it must be remembered 
that the post-war “ bulge ” will be enter- 
ng secondary schools 1958. Unless 
we act quickly and provide properly 
trained teachers, who are also aware of 
and can hand on the Jewish heritage, we 
shall be faihnege at probably the most 
critical perrod Oul history.

PILGRIMAGE TO 
HOLLAND

Sin,-—The Jew:sh Historical Society, 
according to a recent report in your 
columns, is planning a pilgrimage to 
Holland at the end of October “to 
visit places of interést connected with 
Manasseh ben Israel.” 


While it will certainly be a pleasure 
io have so distinguished a group of 
piigrim-tourists im Holland, 1 doubt 
whether they will find very much to see. 
Of course, Holland has hundreds and 
hundreds of places of interest to show 
fo tourmts. But; as far as 1 know. onl 
two places of interest connected wit 
Manasseh ben Israel are still extant in 
Holland today, viz., his own tomb. at 
the Sephardi cemetery at QOuderkerk. 
near Amsierdam, and the tomb of his 
son. Samuel, at 
Flushing 

Nothing else still exists: The 
house where. he lived at the Joden- 
breestraat, opposite Rembrandt's house, 
has been demolished. The Portuguese 
Synagogue of his time is no longer in 
existence cither. (The famous Amster- 
dam Portuguese synagogue whith is a 
for every. Jewish visitor. from 
abroad, was inaugurated only: in 1675. 
cighieen years afier Manasseh’s. death.) 
It is true that a small. Manassch ben 
Israel exhibition is currently held at the 
Waag Museum, but it is due to close 
soon, long before the autumn. 

Visitors may, of course, visit the small 
Rembrandt museum. in the Joden- 
breesiraat, which once was the residence 
of Rembrandt himeelf, as well as the 
small Jewish Historical Museum, near by 
on the upper floor of the Waag Muscum. 
As to the former “ Jewish quarter,” it 
is hardly more than a memory, as the 
current exhibition, “The Amsterdam 
Jewish Quarter That Was,” which was 
opened carly this month in connection 
with the Netherlands National Remem- 
brance Day, shows.

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SOVIET JEWRY—PAST AND 


PRESENT 


(1)—Socio-Economic Problems 


HE lively interest manifested 

by Jews all over the world in 

the fate of the Jewish com- 
munity in the Soviet Union is quite 
understandable. Those 2,000,000 
Jews (according to some estimates 
>.500,000) constitute the largest 
Jewish community which survived 
the Nazi holocaust in Europe and 
the second largest community to 
that of the United States. 

It is no wonder that the news about 
the thorough extinction of Jewish 
culture in the Soviet Union fills our 
hearts with deep ankxicty for the 
national future of our brethren there. 
in order to get to the bottom of the 
complicated problem of Soviet Jewry 
it is not enough to become acquainted 
with current events. Forty years of 
Jewish life in a Soctalist country. 
which inscribed one of the most 
dramatic chapters in modern Jewish 
history, have to be analysed im all their 
aspects and phases, 

Ihe October Revolution proclaimed 
at the outset that its aim in regard 
to Jews was much more than just 
granting them equality before the law. 
The declared programme was the full 
imiplementation of their equality in 
practical life, not only by doing away 
with every trace of discrimination in 
filling public offices but by economic 
rehabilitation as well. 


Anomalous Structure 


This was in line with the general 
policy carried out by the Soviet State 
towards the various nationalities of 
the vast Union of Socialist Republics. 
Most backward people, hke nomadic 
Kireizes and Bashkirs, were helped to 
rise to the standard of efficiency 
required by.modern jndustry. In the 
case of the Jews, the necessity for a 
systematic restratificatjon was even 
more urgent. Due to their anomalous 
socio-economic structure, most of the 
jews in the first period after the revo- 
lution were reduced to utter misery 


and even brought to the brink of 
starvation. Their traditional occupa- 
trons—-those of-small tradesmen, shop- 


keepers, and middle men-——were made 
entirely superfluous in the new social 


system. Jewish handicraft workers, 
mainly tailors, capmakers,  shoe- 
makers, and cabinet-makers, fared 
little better. All. those crafts were 


regarded as luxuries in the years of 


OWHERE is the creative 
duality of the American 
Jew more in evidence than 
in the artistic and imaginative fields 
of literature and entertainment. 
Living life on two levels—as 
American and as Jew—the Ameri- 
can Jew's “split personality, 
instead of proving restrictive and 


sterile. has been conducive to a rich 


contribution in both spheres. 

4 natural introduction to the enter- 
tainment world is by way of the 
Jewish dramatist, a significant figure 
indeed in any such discussion. Up to 


1943. when statistics of this kind were 


last compiled, more than a hundred 


jewish playwrights had seen their 
works produced on Broadway. Jews 
had also won many Pulitzer Prizes 


and. it should be remembered, since 
that vear many other Jews have 
garnered fame in the theatre. New 
playwrights like Arthur Miller and 
Paddy Chayefsky have won. great 
acclaim, The Lillian Hellmans, the 
Sidney Kingsleys, the Moss Harts, etc.. 
did not cease writing in the early 
1940s. If a statistician, armed with 
plenty of paper and pencils, were to 
add to the original list, he would find 
that the Jewish contribution to the 
American theatre is not only large 
but continually expanding. 


A Friend of Presidents 


Jews began to enrich the American 
Stage in the early years of the Amer- 
can Republic. Isaac Harby, before he 
died in 1822, had become a friend of 
American. Presidents and had written 
many successful plays. Mordecai 
Manuel Noah, a fascinating, colourful 
personality, was the author of six 
popular plays, one of which was acted 
on the London stage, only the second 
American play, up to that time, to 
achieve this distinction. 

To: indicate the. richness of the 
Jewish..contsibution. to..the.

taken by the Jews themselves who, 
lacking any sources of livelihood, 
started to till plots of ground in the 


neighbourhood of their towns. the 
Soviet Government allotted large 
areas of land for a concentrated 


Jewish colonisation. This large-scale 
Agrarian programme, which started 
in the early ‘twenties, received sym- 
pathetic and enthusiastic support from 
Jews all over the world World 
Jewish organisations—the Agro-Joint 
and the Ort—co-operated with the 
Soviet authorities in providing the 
Jewish settlers with cattle and horses, 
tools, and machinery. as well as with 
technical advisers 

As a result of that action. unparal- 
leled in its scope in the history of the 
Diaspora, compact colonies of Jewish 


farmers were established in two 
regions—mainiy in the Southern 
Ukraine on the shores of the Black 
Sea (where remnants of Jewish 
colonies once founded by Tsar 
Nicholas | survived after the First 


World War) and in the Crimean penin- 
sula. Even after 1928 when Biro- 
Bidjan in the Far East on the border 
of Manchuria had oeen proclaimed 
as a territory to be built up as a Jewish 
State, the colonisation in the Crimea 
was continued. 

Even more inportant than the 
visible marks of that work, five Jewrsh 
autonomous districts created by the 
compact Jewish colonisation (the last 
of them, Larindorf, in the Crimea, as 
late as 1935), was Hs impact on the 
Jewish socio-economic structure. In 
1933 some 270,000 Jews derived their 
livelihood from farming.

David 
Belasco, Charles and Daniel Frohman, 
the Shuberts, Sam and Jed Harris, Flo 
Ziegteld, Sol Hurok, Teresa Helburn, 
and Lawrence Langner of the Theatre 
Guild, and, of course, Mike Todd 
these are some of the names of Ameri- 
can Jews who have brought theatrical 
art to America. are the 
entrepreneurs, the with the 
vision, the men who have brought the 
great plays, the great ballets, the great 
artists to the American Stage. The 
‘Oscar Hammersteins, Larry Harts, and 
Moss Harts, and the immortal Irving 
Berlin have brought song and laughter, 
to combine with the serious work of 
the social-minded playwrights, and the 
more recent impassioned ones. 

Apart from the stage, Jews. have 
contributed in remarkable numbers to 
the film industry, and this has been 
the subject of countless books. let 
alone short articles. Recently Eddie 
Cantor, the noted American comedian, 
published his autobiography, ~“ Take 
My Life,” and the reader is constantly 
amazed at the number of Jews who 
have been. involved in the entertain- 
ment. world, 

Brothers, -Louis B. 


wyn, and dozens of others are part 
and parcel of the folk-lore of the 
films—-all of these, and scores more, 
were Jews. Irving Thalberg, for 
example, and, more recently, Dore 
Schary, were producers who, jn their 
time, created revolutions in Hollywood 
taste. New personalities and lcaders 
constantly come to the fore. 

For that matier, so were many of 
the theatre’s great ladies. including

With the first five-year economic 
plan, which began in 1928, the restrati- 
fication of Soviet Jewry was promoted 
by industrialisation even more than 
im the agrarian field. It was not 
enough that the gates of all factories 
were wide open to Jews who were 
willing to work there; special measures 
were taken to retrain Jewish workers 
in order to enable them to work in 
various branches of industry. The 
Communist youth organisations were 
ordered to take special care of their 
Jewish members, in order to enable 
them. to be qualified for industrial 
work. Special Jewish workers’ univer- 
sities (Rab-Fac) were established, with 
Yiddish as language of instruction, to 
tram former tatlors, shoemakers, and 
traders in machinery work. For the 
same purpose, text-books on technical 
subjects were issued in Yiddish. 

Ihe great achievements of that 
period may be seen in the light of the 
Statistics on Jewish factory workers 
and employees in 1936 and 1937. Out 
of every 100 Jews employed in the 
Ukraine in industry (excluding handi- 
crafts) nearly 26 were in the engineer- 
ing branch (production of machines), 
a proportion unknown in any other 
country of the Diaspora. In those 
years in which Soviet Jewry attained 
considerable success in the agrarian 
and industrial fields the peak of the 
development of their Yiddish culture 
and Yiddish schoo! system was also 
witnessed. 


Cultural Decline 


Very soon, already before the 
Second World War, there followed a 
decline both in the trend of productiv- 
isation and in the cultural field. As 
to the economic tendency, the official 
census taken in January, 1939, is 
highly revealing, On the surface it 
looked as if Soviet Jews had achieved 
a thorough restratification, thus 
solving all their specific economic 
problems. Out of every 100 of the 
Jewish population, roughly 70 were 
workers and employees, about six 
were collective farmers, 20 were 
artisans, and three were engaged in 
various occupations. However, a 
closer analysjs of the same figures 
shows a pronounced tendency towards 
deproductivisation. 

While in the official statistics the 
total proportion of workers and

In the National Portrait 
Gallery

NE hundred years ago the 
first trustees of the National 
Portrait Gallery held their 


first meeting. They were to

Y and large, dare I say, the 
Jewish woman is large. Her

GRAMOPHONE NOTES 


STUDIES IN STYLE 


By H. C. STEVENS 


Four  long-playing “popular” 
records recently issued provide some 
interesting contrasts jn style, more par- 
ticularly in arrangements; they are 
all orchestral presentations of well- 
known songs or theme tunes from 
recent films. 


Stanley Black's “ Symphonic Suite of the 
Music of Cole Porter” (Decca LK 4163) 
is exactly what one would expect: an 
expert and melodious, unbroken sequen- 
tial arrangement of 14 of this American 
composer's most famous tunes, including 
“ Night and Day,” “ Begin the Beguine,” 
Got You Under My Skin.” Let's 
Do It.” and “I've Got My Eyes on 
You.” The tunes are claborated a litile 
with pleasant harmonies and tonal 
colours; this is a record for comfortable 
listening. 


Tunes by Gershwin 


“Siandards a la Ros” (Decca 
LK 4146) consists of 12 tunes by various 
composers, including Gershwin's 
wonderful,’ Silver and Cohn's “ Yes, 
We Have No Bananas.” “I'm Just Wild 
About Harry,” by Noble Sissk, “ Alice 
Blue Gown” and “ What is This Thing 
Called Love ?” another Cole Porter. hit. 
Here we have Edmundo Ros and his 
Orchestra introducing the South Ameri- 
can hit into twelve tunes; but this does 
not mean that the rhythm is spiced up 
monotonously: each tune is adjusted to 
a specific South American dance rhythm 
a samba cha cha cha, guaracha, etc.. so 
that rhythmic variety is achieved within 
the general rhythmically intensified 
scheme. The orchestral layout, too, is 
richer, and the effect is stimulating. 

“ Main Titk,” issued by Vogue-Coral 
(LVA 9042), contains contrast within 
self, for on one side is Dick Jacobs. 
with his chorus and orchestra, and on 
the other George Cates, with his chorus 
and his orchesira. Jacobs is the East 
Coast and Cates the West Coast musical 
director for Coral Records, but it is not 
suggesied that they typify the differences 
between the two coasts!

Lack of experience in international 
tournaments On the part. of the Israclis 
led to the one unfortunaic incident of 
the evening. The Usrach heavyweight, 
Robert Tot, went down on onc knee in 
the second round and liified his glove 
above his head. The referce apparently 
mistook this as a sign that he wished 
to fetire and stopped the felt. in fact, 
Tot, who was compicie ly unm itked ‘and 
had received little punis was 
Signalling that his opponent, Tom. Gib- 
bons, had buited him. Tot showed great 
ai the referee Occision and 
rushed out of the ring without shaking 
his opponent's hand. 

This was the final bout and London 
was then leading by only five bouls io 
four. It is unlikely, however, that Tot 
would have won had tt gone the full 
distance: He was behind on poin's wheo 
the conteM was stopped. 


Hatikvah Played 


Tot told me afierwards that he was 
very unhappy about the dispute. Inciden- 
tally, he is a Hungarian Roman Catholic 
refugee who went to Israci a few months 
azo, following the uprising in Hungary. 

It was a great pity that the tourna- 
ment ended on such a controversial noic, 
as the start was colourful and memorable. 
When the Israclhi team marched the 
arena carrying their national flag the 
whole crowd rox and applauded 
enthusiastically This was followed by 
the playing of Hatikvah and the National 
Anthem. 7

a most favourable impression. In fact, 
the light-welicrweight Shimon Bar-Zion 
was, In my opinion, the best boxer of 
the evening.

(he Israeli Committee of the 
tiherated Jews from Belsen is noi 
crying out for vengeance, but asking 
humanity to remember the sufferings 
of the -victims, and to salute their 
own indomitable. faith that they 
would vet live to see the downfall of 
‘heir tormentors. This book makes 
available some of the unembellished 
ond unadulterated facts concerning 
this unforgettable camp, and describes 
the unique Jewish community which 
was set up in Belsen following the 
liberation. It has been rightly 
described as a “story of triumph” 
ae much as a tale of sorrow, and will 
assuredly serve aS a memento for 
future generations, 


Relief Teams 


it contains some 24 articles on 
different aspects of the conditions of 
camp before and after iis 
liberation, several of which have been 
‘tten by. members of the liberating 
forces, including those two non-Jews 
(hassidei Umot Ha-oitom) Brigadier

one or two others, insufficient detailed 
recognition has been given to the 
members of both Jewish and -non- 
lewish Relief Teams who arrived in 
the very early days of the liberation. 
and long before American relief 
rrived lt is easy to help people 
sufficient and ample material 
is available. but to save hundreds of 
lives as they did, with such scanty 
materml as they had at the. time, 


when 


demanded 
initiative. 

It is obvious to the reader that the 
central figure of the book is Mr. 
Joseph Rosensaft (an internee him- 
self), who paid for its publication, 
the proceeds of which will be given 
to a special loan-fund (Gemilut 
Chassadim) free of interest to assist 
those former internees who are in 
need. The Almighty has been very 
kind to Mr. Rosensaft, who in return 
is showing his appreciation and 
ratitude in a tvpical Jewish manner. 
was in Israel last year and attended 
the dinner at which this fund was 
inmaugurated. 

Mr. Rosensaft has an unjystifiable 
criticism of the “free Jews whose 
Offers of help in the first monrh after

liberation invariably contained — the 
question whether we needed 
psychiatrists.” It might be true of 
the military authorities, some of 
whom kept on telling me—when |!

How can it be possible 
for them to become normal. adjusted 
human beings after this terrible 
eXperience? 
After Liberation 
I recall how flabbergasted I was 


when the Army authosities crected a 
large screen in the centre of the 
horror camp. and showed = an 
American film with the usual sloppy 
love theme. I cannot describe the 
heartbreaking expressions of despair 
the people uttered when they saw this 
at a time when hunger was rife. and 


death stalking in every hut: Maybe 
this was psychiatric treatment in 
action! Perhaps he 15 referring to 


the. people's bitterness and his own 
caustic criticism of the British Section 
of the World Jewish Congress whose 
only contribution to their people's 
gaivation in. the first. month of 
liberation was a letter which simply 
asked for a list of survivors.

A JEWISH VIEW OF JESUS 


Jesus in the Background of History. 
By A. 1. PoLtack and W. W. SIMPSON. 
Cohen & West.. 16s.

“ To give a true picture of any coun- 
try of man or group of men in the 
past requires understanding and 
knowledge, for only the documents 
can tell us the truth, but it requires 
also insight, sympathy and imagina- 
tion of the finest, and, last but not 
least. the art of making our ancestors 
live agaim im modern narrative.” 
lrevelyan eXpects a great deal of the 
writer of history. but Polack’s work 
satisfies all his demands. It is to be 
hoped that it will do much to form 
the ideas of future generations when 
they reconsider the réle of Jesus and 
the relation between Judaism and 
Christianity, 

Over a third of the book is devoted 
to a description of the environment 
into which Jesus was. born and the 
development leading up to it. This 
part is a masterpiece of condensation. 
All the relevant information is there, 
yet the reader never feels oppressed 


rhe follows the clear and fascinating 
tale. 


Life and Teachings 


Then comes the life of Jesus——his 
childhood, his contact with John the 
Baptist, which roused him to activity, 
his successes and the opposition he 
provoked, his decision to force the 
issue, his going up to Jerusalem, and 
his end. The reviewer knows of no 
more convincing and sensitive account 

these events, Polack gets the

interplay of political, religious, social.

There follow three chapters on 
teachings. First, the transcendental : 

¢ two distinctive beliefs of Jesus 
are that the Messianic order is 
imminent and indeed has already 
brokea in, and that he is the Messiah, 
Specially near to God. Secondly, the 
ethical, cilminating in what Polack 
calls the dynamic of laye. Thirdly, 


the practical! on the one hand, Jesus 


accepts of nis people 


and the bindingness of traditional 
law: on the other, as he is concerned 
with the perfection of the individual 
human soul, he feels the inadequacy 
of social systems of any kind. 

In a last chapter Polack shows how. 
largely through Paul, Christianity be- 
came a movement fit to conquer the 
Roman Empire: but also how it is 
the personality of Jesus which still 
provides the ultimate impetus for the 
regenerative forces of that religion. 

Naturally, there are a few question- 
able details and disturbing gaps. It 
is not correct to find a sense of 
humour behind the repartee that what 
matters is that which comes out of 
the mouth rather than that which 
goes into it (p. 153). This statement, 
addressed to “ them that are without.” 
is intended to be mistaken by them as 


. a reference to some magic. 


Rabbinic Antecedents 


Again, Polack justly admires (p. 
110) Jesus’s prayer: “ Father, remove 
this cup from me; howbeit, not what 
1 will, but what Thou wilt.” It 
should. however, be noted that there 
are Rabbinic antecedents. A_ dving 
Jew says: “May it be Thy will to 
send me a perfect healing: yet if my 
death be determined by Thee, I will 
accept it in love.” True, the earliest 
direct evidence is medieval. But the 
outline at least can be proved to be 
extremely ancient. According to the 
Tosephta (Ber. iii. 7), R. Eliezer, in 
the first centurv C.E., recommended 
the following prayer when in danger 
of life: “Do Thy will in heaven 
above and give tranquillity of spirit 
to those that fear Thee on earth ; and 
what is good in Thine’ eyes, do.” 
And surely, we May compare even 
David's words to Zadok (II Samuel 
xv, 25f.): “Carry back the ark unto 
the city. If 1 shall find favour in the 
eyes of the Lord, He will bring me 
again, and shew me both it and His 
habitation ; but if He thus say, I have 
no delight in thee, behold, here am 
L. let Him do to me as seemeth good 
unto Him.” 

Simpson contributes some notes on 
points where, as a Christian, he would 
disagree with Polack. These notes 
are welcome not only for their 
jntrinsic interest but also as testifying 
to the collaboration « between_- two

-RABBINIC LAWS 


By Rabbi N. S. 
GREENSPAN, Obtainable from 26 
Carlton Mansions, Holmicigh Road, 
London, N.16.

This book, Melechet Machshevet, 
truly deserves its name. For it is 
indeed an artistic piece of work. The 
author, who is the principal of the 
Yeshivah Etz Chaim in London, is 
one of the great Gaonim of our 
generation. In addition to erudite 
scholarship, he has a remarkable 
power of exposition. 

In the foreword, Rabbi Greenspan 
gives the development of the study 
of the Talmud and an historical sur- 
vey of the Spanish schools of learn- 
ing. He explains their methods of 
approach to the Talmud, and also 
describes the relationship between the 
schools of Spain and Babylon. 


Sabbatical Rules 


The work deals extensively with the 
laws of Shabbat, concentrating 
mainly on describing the conditions 
that must be presént for an act to 
count as work. The author clarifies 
the conception of work in relation 
to the Sabbath, and he explains the 
notion of intention with regard to 
the actual work executed, giving use- 
ful definitions. According to this 
theory there are two facets in the 
prohibition of work: first, its nature, 
ie.. the actual piece of work done. 
for example, the cooking or building: 
and, secondly, its form, i.c., the quality 
of the work, which is designated in 
the rabbinic Iiterature as Melechet 
Machshevet and which may be closely 
translated “the purposefulness of the 
act.” The author is thus enabled to 
make clear many complex Rabbinic 
texts, and he also discusses those cases 
where two results flow from the same 
act. 

A section is devoted to “ pikkuach 
nefesh, the commandment to save 
life All sources from which the 
command 18 derived afe given, as 
well as the varying circumstances in 
which the commandment operates. 
There is an interesting discussion on 
whether this duts 
of a person who has brought danger 
upon himself by his desire to commit 
suicide. An excursus on the institution 
of Shechita gives the essence of the 
law, and explains the notions and 
classific of shazaka 

The author gives a methodical and 
luckl explanation. His work is an 
important contribution to Rabbinics. 
and should be a great help to rabbis 
and students of Yeshivot and 
colleges.

SWEET SPICES 


By AUNTIE 


O you remember a verse in the 
Song of Songs that we read on 
Pesach ? There is a lovely 

description of the mountain of myrrh 
and of the hill of frankincense. And 
the maid begs the wind to come: 
“ Blow upon my garden, that the 
spices thereof may flow out.” And 
another time she talks of her beloved 
who has “gone down to his garden, 
to the beds of spices.” There are 
many references in the Bible to 
spices, which must have been much 
cultivated and greatly prized. 

One legend relates how, when Adam 
had to leave the Garden of Eden, he 
wept and begged the angels for per- 
mission to take with him some sweet- 
scented spices, so that outside Paradise 
he could still bring sweet offerings to 
the Almighty. The angels approached 
God and said: “Everlasting King, 
give us the command that Adam may 
take with him the sweet-scented spices 
of Paradise,’ and God willingly 
agreed. 


Seeds from Paradise 


Then Adam gathered, so we are 
told, saffron, nard, calamus, and cin- 
namon, and with these and other seeds 
for food Adam and Eve left the 
Garden and later planted the precious 
seeds . 

The next time we hear of spices in 
the Bible is in the time of Jacob. The 
sons are preparing for a second visit 
to Egypt and they wonder what 
princely gifts they can take. Then 
the father suggests: ~ Take of the 
choice fruits of the land and, for 
the man himself, carry down an offer- 
ing of balm, honey, spicery, and 
ladanum.” © Spices were used very 
extravagantly in Egypt, and we know 
that sweet spices, myrrh, and aloes 
were strewn through the streets at the 
time -of processions. Joseph was 
generous in his return gifts and, when 
the brothers returned to fetch Jacob 
from Canaan, he included many 
aromatic herbs and spices for his 
brothers’ wives, such as the high-born 
Egyptian princesses. used. 

it was Said that Jacob had but a 
short time with his. beloved son 
Joseph; he was old, and when. he 
died he was buried with the highest 
honours. The body lay in state for 
some days and, during that period, 
aromatic spices were burned. and at 
the funeral. procession fifty of Jacob's 


servants preceded the coffin strewing 
myrrh and other perfumed spices on 
the ground. 

Spices wére used in the services of 
the Tabernacle which the Israelites 
built in the wilderness. Even in the 
time of King Solomon, a golden altar 
on which were offered spices and sweet 
incense was erected. This is one of 
the many explanations given by the 
rabbis for the customary smelling of 
spices at the Havdala service, and 
they maintain that the soul is sus- 
tained by fragrant smells, 

This is a story | found among the 
legends of the Prophet Elijah. A 
pious man died and left his spice 
garden to his three sons. Each night 
one of them guarded the — precious 
heritage, The first night, the eldest 
son sat and watched, and suddenly an 
old man appeared who asked him: 
“ My son, what wilt thou have ; know- 
ledge of the Torah, great wealth, or a 
beautiful wife ? ~ The man con- 
sidered for a short time and then 
replied: “1 would choose wealth.” 
Thereupon Elijah (for of course it 
was he) gave him a coin which was 
so miraculous that, however much 
was spent, it came back into the man’s 


pocket. 
In the Garden 


The next night the second son was 
on guard in the garden, and he, too, 
was asked to choose. “I will have 
knowledge of the Torah,” he begged. 
Accordingly, Elijah gave him a book 
that in a few minutes helped him to 
master the whole Torah. 

The youngest son took his turn and 
while he was keeping a careful watch 
Elijah appeared and asked the same 
question. The third son asked for a 
beautiful wife, and Elijah helped the 
lad to choose by going with him to 
different homes. 

The young couple married and the 


wife showed herself to. be not only ° 


beautiful but also wise. She helped 
her husband in the care of the spice 
garden and he grew even richer than 
the eldest son who owed his riches 
to Elijah. Also, the young wife 
encouraged her husband to study 
Torah im his spare time and he was 
even more full of knowledge than the 
second brother, 

Thus, in the end, the spice garden 
gave the youngest brother all three 
gifts: wealth, the Torah, and a beauti- 
ful wife. 


JEWISH SYMBOLS 


Every one. of yoo is familiar with 
the Magen David (Shield of David), 
which. is certainly the most widely 
used Jewish symbol. It has been 
incorporated in the centre of the flag 
of the State of Isracl. The colour of 
that flag is blue-white, in memory of 
the blue thread which used to be put 
on the white fringes (Tzitzit) of four- 
cornered garments. The official 
emblem of the State of Israel is the 
seven-branched candlestick known as 
the Menorah. This, too, is a very 
ancient Jewish. symbol ; for a seven- 
branched Menorah was used in the 
Temple -of Jerusalem, and a contem- 
porary impression of that Menorah 
can still be seen on the famous Arch 


_of Titus, in Rome, where some of the 


sacred objects seized by the Romans 
when they destroyed the Temple in 
70 are depicted. 


Lion of Judah 


Other well-known Jewish symbols 
include Torah scrolls and the two 
tablets of the Covenant on which the 
Ten Commandments are inscribed. In 
most synagogues you can still see a 
representation of the tablets over the 
Ark and sometimes also over the 
entrance. Another favourite symbol 
used in the Synagogue is a painting 
or sculpture of lions on both sides 
of the Ark. The lion is also often 


embroidered on Torah-mantle and the | 


Ark-curtaimn This reminds us of 
Jacob's blessing to Judah, whom he 
likened to “a young lion.” The 
“Lion of Judah” is also the symbol! 
and title of the King of Ethiopia, who 
claims to be descended from King 
Solomon. There is also in existence 
a Star of Solomon, which was much 
used in the ornamental art of ancient 
Israel. In contrast to the six-cornered 
Shield of David. the Star of Solomon 
is only five-cornered:; and both of 
them can still be seen on the mag- 
nificent ruins of the ancient synagogue 
at Kfar Nahum (Capernaum), near 
Lake Kinneret. in Northern Israc!. 


THE HOLY CITY 


Jerusalem—which may mean the 
City of Peace—has several 
names. 
Salem—a shorter form for Jerusalem. 
Later it was known as Jebus, after the 
‘Jebusites who inhabited it before 
David's capture of the city, which was 
afterwards called the City of David. 
The most important hill within the 
city is Mount Zion, and the prophets, 
therefore, often identified Zion with 
Jerusalem. It is also known as the 
Holy City, because of the Temple that 
was built there.

employees was not broken into its 
two components, semi-official publica- 
tions reveal that manual workers did 
not amount to more than 30 per cent 
of the Jewish population and that the 
employees constituted 40 per cent. 
Thus the relatively largest group 
among Soviet Jews consisted of 
officials, professional people, and 
clerks in government-owned stores. 
Trade and the liberal professions thus 
retained dhejr dominancy in Jewish 
economic life. 

No less significant is the dechne in 
the number and proportion of farmers 
among the Jewish population. Within 
only six years it dropped from ten per 
cent to less than six per cent; jnstead 
of 270,000, no more than 17+.000 
derived their livelihood from agri- 
culture. 

Most regrettably, no official 
Statistics are available on the Jewish 
population in the Soviet Union after 
the Second World War... Yet the 
trend of economic development is 
quite apparent even on the basis of 
the facts which are undeniable. It is 
a sad reflection on that trend that agri- 
culture has entirely disappeared from 
the scene of the economic life of 
Soviet Jewry. It is true that the 
Jewish colonies jn the Southern 
Ukraine and in the Crimea were des- 
troved by the Nazi invaders. Yet the 
very fact that the Soviet authorities 
have not made even an attempt to 
rebuild those colonies, seems to 
indicate that they have despaired of 
any success in taking such action. 

Concerning industry, the trend 
away from manual work may be easily 


surmised by the new geographical dis- 
tribution of the Jewish ulation. 
Out of the some 2,000, Soviet 
Jews who survived the catastrophe, 
about a million, already before the 
war, lived jn Russia proper (in 
Moscow alone the Jewish population 
is estimated at about half a million) 
where they were mainly office workers 
and professional people. The remain- 
ing 1,000,000 in the Ukraine, White 
Russia, and the Baltic countries, con- 
stituting only a quarter of the pre- 
war Jewry in those areas, has now—f 
we disregard the news about the 
tendency to establish a national quota 
—more chance of concentrating on 
non-manual work than in the pre-war 
period 

According to unofficial sources 
many Soviet Jews are engaged at 
present in small trades, majniy run- 
ning kiosks. Deproductivisation has 
thus become converted into a process 
of the lowering of social status. 

In the light of so much effort 
in the past in the productivisation 
of the Jewish citizens, the _help- 
lessness of the Government in 
solving the Jewish economic problem 
is even more striking. The territorial 
solution, a Jewish homeland in Israel 
(Biro-Bidjan having proved a complete 
failure), has been stubbornly rejected 
by the Soviet Union. Instead, the 
Soviet authorities, having despaired of 
being able to take effective economic 
measures, have embarked on a reverse 
policy, deluding themselves that it will 
bring near the solution of the specific 
Jewish ‘economic problem—the policy 
of a systematic forcible assimilation 
of the Jews.

Solomon. himself, looks like an 
obliging artist in Harry Furniss’s 
drawing of him, and very much the 
Mayfair gentleman in his pen-and- 
ink self-portrait. 

How much more life there is in 
Anders Zorn’s etching of Sir Ernest 
Cassel, “master of international 
finance, multi-millionaire, munificent 
Epeeatmropest, and friend of Edward

Tree! Round his mouth the trace 
of a last witticism still lingers. 

Two portraits of his brother Max 
Were acquired last year—modestly 


self-conscious in a beautiful painting 
by William Nicholson in 1905 and 
more. impersOnally speculative im a 
drawing by Reginald Eves in 1936. 
There are also two. portraits of 
Lord Reading—a sensitive and lively 
bronze head made by Kaihbleen Scott 
when he was 65 and a chalk drawing 
done in the same vear by Sir William 
Rothenstein All the well-known 
qualities of his exceptional mind can 
be seen in this lucid drawing which. 
together with an equally admirable 
one of Sir Aurel Stein. forms part 
of a series given by the Rothenstein 
Memorial Trust.. The series ends 


fittingly with a self-portrait. modest, | 
inquiring, and perhaps a little self- 


doubting. 

Last year the gallery acquired a 
drawing by Sir Bernard Partridge 
of Israel] Zangwill in the Temple, 
inscribed as “a tireless leader of the 
Zionist cause,’ but looking very tired. 
There its also R. Polowetski's 
pleasantly composed painting of him 
working at his desk. But neither of 
these conveys the fiery spirit, “ Flame 
thou. wert; to flame thou hast 
returned.” There is, however, more 
than a glimpse of this in the excellent 
drawing by Wolmark. Here is a dying 
man, his health undermined by work : 
and here is unflinching courage. 

The intense energy of Lord Duveen 
is poorly represented in a drawing by 
Walter Tittle and a stone bust by 
Reid Dick in a _ broken pediment 
skied on the landing leading to the 
wing which he gave to the gallery. 

There is. a drawing of Landon 
Ronald by Bernard Partridge, not as 
the great conductor he was at his 
best. but when ill-health was compel- 
ling him te give up conducting. 

And he is the last of the Jews to 
be represented so far. I do not claim 
my list to be exhaustive, but there 
are only 21 on it. It does not seem 
many out of more than 3,000. though 
it must be borne in mind that the 
collection includes much royalty and 
goes back a long way before the 
resettlement. An interesting point is 
that nearly all the Jews represented 
were in. some way or another 
connected with the arts. But so

The two-day debate on the Sucz

declaration on Suez. He drew attention 
to the fact that since the publication of 
the dec'uration, nearly a month ago, the 
Egypt an Government had not yet taken 
the necessary steps to accept the com- 
pulsory jurisdiction of .the Internationa! 
Court of Justice. as they had undertaken 
to do in Paragraph Nine 

Dr. Walker (Australia) insisted that the 
Counci! must continue to uphold firmly 
the validity of the six principles (unani- 
mousiy adopied by it) on the operation 
of the Canal, and see to it than any final 
settlement provided a full reflection of 
them 

The Soviet delegate. Mr. Sobolev, 
went our of his way to attack Israel 
He told the Council that “freedom of 
shipping hae been given to all but that 
France was @iving ~~ encouragement to 
aggressive circles in Israel, calling for a 
‘rest Canal, and urging acw 
provocations,

An announcement issued in Warsaw by 
the Central Commiti¢e of the Polish 
Communist United Workers’ Party 
declares that his expulsion was due to 
the fact that when he was in power he 
failéd “to supervise the activities of the 
old Ministry of Public Security.” 

The one-time Minister of Public 
Security, General Radkiewicz, has also 
been expelled from the Party. 

Mr. Berman was also recalled from 
the Central Committee of the Pariy— 
another dishonour—-but was given the 
right to apply for readmission to the 
Party after three years. 

Mr. Berman, who comes from an 
Orthodox Jewish family of Warsaw and 
who was formerly employed by the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency in Poland, 
was for many years one of the leading 
figures in the régime. After the return 
of Mr. Gomulka to wer he was 
relieved of his post in the Government, 
as was also another Jewish Communist, 
Mr. Hilary Minc, Chief Economic 
Planner in Poland.

A GLARING OMISSION 
Soviet Snub To Jewish Heroes

What can only be described as a 
deliberate insult to the thousands of 
Russian Jews who died in the defence 
of the Soviet Union in the war against 
the Nazis has just appeared in an 
official publication of the “State 
Press of Political Literature,” 
Moscow, | 

The publication appeared in the form 
of a pamphlet entitled “ The National 
Tradition of the Peoples of the Soviet 
Union.” Its author, Mr. M. Morozov. 
deals with the great patriotic war, as 
the Second World War is called by the 
Russians. He gives a list of nearly 
10,940 officers and men who were given 
various awards for bravery on the battle- 
field and the titlk “Hero of the Soviet 
Union,” but akthough he enumerates 
many nationalities, even some of the 
smallest groups in the U.S.S.R., he 
deliberately omits to mention nearly 400 
Jews, both officers and men, who 
received the awards: for bravery 
Soviet figures published r a

fewer than 379 Jews received the decora- 
tion “ Hero of the Soviet Union.” Next 
to. the Russians, of whom 7,627 officers 
and men. received this award, and the
